"First,  that  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Coovenuon  in  regular  annual  session  as¬ 
sembled  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  Nov. 

U  through  15,  1951,  instruct  the  Budget 
Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
allocate  the  Cooperative  Program  funds, 
to  designate  for  our  Mississippi  Baptist 
schools  for  permanent  endowment  ten 
per  cent  (10%)  of  said  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts  and  that  the  amount  ac¬ 
cruing  from  said  ten  per  cent  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Foundation  by  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board  Office  to  be  allocated 
by  said  Mississippi  Baptist  Foundation  to 
our  schools  according  to'the  prevailing 
ratio  of  Christian  education  funds  dis¬ 
tributed  to  said  schools  for  current  sup¬ 
port. 

“Second,  that  whatsoever  adjustment 
may  be  necessary  between  State  and 
Southwide  interests,  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  above  said  ten  per  cent,  are 
authorized  by  this  session  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Convention.” 

2.  Rev.  C.  C.  Jones  Mendenhall  pas¬ 
tor,  states  that  he  will  present  resolu¬ 
tions  concerning  segregation.  His  res¬ 
olutions  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
“the  radical  differences  between  the 
white  and  Negro  races  make  it  impos-

Secretary  of  Southwide  Brotherhood 

Succeeds  Lawson  Cooke  Who  Will  Retire  On  December  31 


Rev.  J.  B.  Parker 
Named  As  Chaplain 
Of  Baptist  Hospital 

Assumes  Duties  November  1  . 

Rev.  James  B.  Parker  will  begin  his 
duties  as  Chaplain  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Hospital  on  November  1,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  announcement  by  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  Mr.  Parker  resigned  as  pastor 
of  McClain  Church  in  order  to  accept 
the  Chaplaincy.  Prior  to  the  McClain 
pastorate,  Mr.  Parker  served  as  insti¬ 
tutional  visitor  for  the  Convention  Board 
from  1946  to  1950. 

The  Chaplain’s  office  will  be  located 
in  the  administrative  section  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  and  he  will  be  available  to  loved 
ones  of  patients  and  others  for  spiritual 
counseling. 

Mr.  T.  Harvey  Hedgepeth  states  that 
the  hospital  Board  of  Trustees  feel  that 
this  is  a  great  forward  step  in  the  spirit¬ 
ual  ministry  of  the  Baptist  HospiUl  and 
that  the  hospital  is  especially  fortunate 
in  having  a  man  so  fully  qualified  in 
experience,  love  for  people,  and  compas¬ 
sion  for  lost  souls  as  Mr.  Parker. 

Mrs.  Gilfoy,  Superintendent  of  the  hos¬ 
pital,  and  Mr.  Parker  ask  the  full  co¬ 
operation  of  pastors  and  people  in  help¬ 
ing  to  keep  the  chaplain  from  being  in¬ 
volved  in  any  matters  not  pertaining  t* 
the  spiritual  phase  of  this  ministry. 


The  first  person  from  Illinois  ever  to 
be  elected  to  an  executive  position  in  the

W.  Schroeder.  Schroeder  was  elected 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  Bro¬ 
therhood  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  October 
H  according  to  a  telegram  received 
from  Fred  H.  Wasson,  the  Illinois  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Brotherhood  Commission  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
•lection  of  Mr.  Schroeder  fills  the  posi¬ 
tion  which  will  be  made  vacant  on  De¬ 
cember  31  when  Lawson  H.  Cooke  re¬ 
tires. 

Mr.  Schroeder  was  elected  associate 
••cretary  of  the  Brotherhood  Co  mm  Ls- 
*ioo  in  1945.  Prior  to  that  time  he  serv¬ 
'd  as  state  Brotherhood  Secretary  in 
flhnois.  He  was  the  first  full  time  state 
Brotherhood  Secretary  of  this  state. 

Schroeder  is  a  graduate  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  and  was  the  president 
•f  the  Student  Council  at  the  University. 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)— Baptist 
leaders  were  quick  to  react  to  President 
Truman’s  recent  appointment  in  Wash¬ 
ington  of  an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican 
in  Rome. 

General  Mark  Clark’s  appointment  to 
the  post  brought  lrom  Dr.  J.  H.  Dawson, 
executive  director  of  the  Baptist  Joint 
Committee  on  Public  Affairs,  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  the  statement  that  “It  is  a  de¬ 
plorable  resort  to  expediency  which  ut¬ 
terly  disregards  our  historical  consti¬ 
tutional  American  system  of  separation 
of  church  and  state.” 

“It  will  be  disruptive  of  national  unity 
and  dissipate  good  will  between  protes- 
tants  and  Catholics.  It  is  a  blundering 
policy  for  combating  communism  as 
protestant  countries  throughout  the  world 
are  making  the  most  effective  stand 
against  communism. 

“The  best  way  to  lose  the  battle 
against  a  totalitarian  stale  is  for  free 
countries  to  form  a  coalition  with  the 
Pope  under  a  totalitarian  church”  he 
concluded. 

After  returning  from  a  White  House 
conference  attended  by  about  seventy- 
five  national  leaders  in  industry,  busi¬ 
ness,  education  and  religion,  Dr.  J.  D. 
Grey,  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Church  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  is¬ 
sued  the  following  statement: 

“The  President's  nomination  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Clark  as  ambassador  to  the  Vati¬ 
can  is  not  only  unconstitutional  and  il¬ 
legal  but  ill-timed  and  devisive.  In  the 
White  House  conference,  I  noted  almost 
unanimous  resentment  to  the  nomination 
made  by  the  President  just  as  the  Senate

Billy  Graham,  world-renowned  evan¬ 
gelist,  will  conduct  a  statewide  evange¬ 
listic  crusade  in  Jackson  throughout  the 
month  of  June  1952. 

A  definite  date  for  his  crusade  in  Jack- 
son  has  been  reached  by  a  steering  com¬ 
mittee  composed  of  laymen  and  minis¬ 
ters  from  the  various  denominations  of 
Jackson. 

Negotiations  for  a  Graham  crusade  in 
Mississippi  have  been  underway  since 
early  this  year.  The  Movement  was 
sparked  by  the  Jackson  club,  civic  or¬ 
ganisation,  who  obtained  the  backing  of 
the  Jackson  ministerial  association. 

In  March  some  200  laymen  and  min¬ 
isters  representing  all  churches  of  Jack- 
son  met  at  the  First  Baptist  church  vot¬ 
ed  to  try  to  arrange  if  possible,  for  a 
revival  with  Graham  as  leader. 

Dr.  Graham  has  agreed  Vs  com#  t* 


Jackson  for  the  entire  month  of  June, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  steering 
committee. 

Graham,  a  dynamic,  33 -year-old  min¬ 
ister,  has  won  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
persons  to  Christ  through  hi*  evangelist¬ 
ic  crusades  over  the  nation. 

Although  the  Mississippi  crusade  is 
being  held  in  Jackson,  the  entire  state  is 
invited  and  urged  to  take  part  in  tha 
services,  according  to  Dr.  Weersing,  pas¬ 
tor  of  Central  Presbyterian  Church  and 
president  of  the  Jackson  Ministerial  As¬ 
sociation. 

The  place  for  the  services  has  not  yet 
been  designated. 

A  permanent  Billy  Graham  Crusade 
executive  committee  and  other  commit¬ 
tee*  will  be  set  up  to  work  with  mem¬

Committee  charged  that  "this  is  all  part 
of  a  program  to  harass  American  busi¬ 
ness.” 

(Editor's  Koto:  Tho  voice  vote  is  a 
cowardly  device  used  te  keep  the  pugi* 
from  knowing  hew  each  Senator  vote*. 

Sen.  Douglas  also  was  defeated  00  an 
amendment  to  the  State  Department  ap¬ 
propriation  bill  which  would  have  cur¬ 
tailed  the  purchase  of  liquor  for  enter¬ 
tainment  of  guests  out  of  public  tax 
funds. 

The  Illinois  Senator  said  he  would  of¬ 
fer  a  new  amendment  to  the  military  ap¬ 
propriation  bill  seeking  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  liquor  that  can  be  purchased 
from  tax  funds  for  the  entertainment  of 
military  officers  and  guests.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —(RNS)—  Tho 
Senate,  overriding  strong  protests  from 
church  groups,  approved  a  tax  on  gamb¬ 
ling  and  bookmakers  which  Sen.  Estes 
Kefauver  (D.  Tenn.)  charged  would  have 
tbe  effect  of  legalizing  gambling  in  tbe 
to  the  United  States. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  special 
crime  investigating  committee  which  he 
headed.  Sen.  Kefauver  charged  that  "we 
•re  attempting  to  tax  an  illegal  way  of 
We.” 

"If  we  do  that,  are  we  going  to  start 
placing  a  special  ux  on  burglary  tools?” 
he  asked  the  Senate.  "Would  we  want  to 
■hare  the  tax  that  could  be  collected 
from  prostitutes  in  tbe  operation  of  pros¬ 
titution?  Where  is  the  stopping  point  go¬ 
ing  to  be?”

TRAINING  SCHOOL,  inaugurated 

Miss  Emily  K.  Lansdell  was  inaugurated  September  10  as  president  of  Woman’s 
Missionary  Union  Training  School  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Formerly  a  missionary 
u  China,  a  learner  in  the  University  of  Shanghai,  Miss  Lansdell  is  eminently  quai¬ 
led  to  serve  as  the  president  of  this  missionary  school. 

In  the  Sep. ember  11  issue  of  the  Louisville  Courier  Journal  the  content  of  Mm 
Uasdell's  inaugural  address  was  quoted.  ’’When  my  lather  brought  his  bride  to  the 
Souaiern  Seminary  with  him  alter  Christmas  vacation  of  1901,  she  was  permitted’ 
tun  cusses  with  him.  For  two-and-a-half  years  Mother  studied  systematic 
tbeoiogj,  Biblical  interpretation,  ecclesiology,  and  so  on.  Mother  said  Dr.  Carver, 
me  young  leuow  of  the  laculty  group’  announced  to  the  missions  class  that  she  was 
the  nrsi  woman  to  take  his  exauis  and  that  she  made  the  highest  mark  in  the  class. 
She  was  not  officially  enrolled  and  received  no  credit,  but  she  did  rate  some  type 
ti  honorable  mention  at  commencement.” 

miL  Lansdell  noted  that  forty-four  years  after  the  Training  School  was  started 
hlwrt,  Souuiera  Baptists  have  live  seminaries,  all  admitting  women,  and  “in  most 
mstaoce*  giving  them  full  rights  and  privileges  of  the  instituion.”  . 

A  Den  the  ironing  School  was  started,  there  were  lew  openings  for  women  in 
the  religious  lield,  Miss  Lansdell  said.  “Gradually  other  avenues  oi  service  opened 
to  women  lor  which  they  needed  special  training — educational  work  of  the  church, 
ministry  ot  music,  good  will  centers,  social  work,  religious  journalism,  camps,  visual 
education,  and  so  on.  Just  this  year  we  are  adding  to  our  curriculum  a  course  in 
church-library  administration.’ 

She  continued:  “All  of  us  Southern  Baptists,  men  and  women,  lay  people  and 
ill,  desperately  need  a  philosophy  of  missionary  education  that  will  enable  us  to 
itc  the  inclusiveness  and  the  necessity  of  the  task,  to  see  the  world  as  a  field  and 
our  part  in  lL  Somewhere  we  need  a  laboratory,  a  workshop  dealing  with  the 
Christian  approach  to  race  relations  in  the  South,  government,  labor  problems,  child 
veuare,  economic  inequalities.  All  ol  these  problems  are  part  and  parcel  of  world 
missions  and  missionary  education.” 

Mrs.  George  R.  Martin,  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary  In 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  presided  at  the  program.  Dr.  W.  O.  Carver,  emer¬ 
itus  professor  of  Missions  at  the  Seminary,  made  the  invocation.  Greetings  wer« 
ipoken  to  Miss  Lansdell  by  Miss  Mary  Pat  Kent,  president  of  the  student  govern¬ 
ment  association,  by  Miss  Claudia  Edwards,  member  of  the  faculty,  and  by  Dr. 
Gnnei  S.  Dobbins,  acting  president  of  the  Seminary.  Mias  Lansdell  was  introduced 
by  Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin,  executive  secretary  oi  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Miss  Alma 
Hunt,  executive  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  led  the  closing  prayer.  A 
reception  in  the  dining-room  followed  the  program.

A  WORLD  MISSIONARY  UNDERTAK¬ 
ING  CANNOT  BE  PROJECTED  IN 
TERMS  OF  SMALL  MEASURE¬ 
MENTS.

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  829 
active  missionaries  located  in  32  areas 
of  the  world.  We  are  irrevocably  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  personal  support  under 
political  and  economic  conditions  which 
can,  and  frequently  do,  change  radically 
within  a  day’s  time. 

We  must  provide  annual  appropria¬ 
tions,  not  only  for  the  personal  support 
of  the  829  active  and  117  emeritus  mis¬ 
sionaries,  but  for  aid  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  new  churches,  for  schools  of  all 
kinds  from  kindergarten  to  college,  lor 
seminaries,  training  schools,*  hospitals, 
publication  houses — not  in  just  one  coun¬ 
try,  but  in  32  areas.  All  of  this  calls  for 
hundreds  of  separate  appropriations 
which  have  to  be  measured  in  terms  of 
one  another. 

The  estimated  income  for  1952  from 
recurring  sources  amounts  to  $4,736,020. 
It  is  upon  these  dependable  recurring 
sources  that  we  build  our  operating  bud¬ 
get,  which  consists  largely  of  recurring 
expenditures.  We  expect  to  have  income 
from  other  sources,  but  we  must  always 
scrutinize  carefully  the  extent  to  which 
we  depend  on  these  additional  sources 
of  income  to  underwrite  the  current 
operating  budget. 

Additional  Sources  of  Income 

1.  We  have  a  probable  income  at  the 
end  of  1951  of  at  least  $600000  from  Co¬ 
operative  Program  receipts  over  the 
Conventions  budget  of  $7,198,600.  In 
1952,  funds  over  the  Convention’s  budget 
will  be  divided  75  per  cent  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  and  25  per  cent  to  the 
Home  Mission  "Board.  In  1953,  the  Con¬ 
vention  budget  will  be  raised  to  $7,500,- 
000,  plus  Convention  and  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  expenses,  if  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  action  is  approved  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  next  May.  These  facts  reveal  the 
fluctuating  and  relatively  uncertain  na¬ 
ture  of  receipts  over  the  Convention’s 
budget.  For  this  reason  we  must  exer¬ 
cise  caution  in  using  these  funds  to  un¬ 
derwrite  the  operating  budget. 

2.  Under  the  will  of  W.  R.  Spight, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  receive 
one-half  of  his  estate  which  must  be 
used  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of 
additional  missionaries.  Our  share  of  the 
proceeds  will  amount  to  not  less  than 
$500,000  and  possijbly  as  much  as  $700,- 
000.  We  plan  to  draw  into  our  current 
account  $100,000  each  year  for  the  ap¬ 
pointment  and  support  of  25  missionaries 
until  the  funds  are  exhausted.  Then  the 
support  of  these  missionaries  will  be  ab¬ 
sorbed  by  regular  budget  funds. 

These  two  items  bring  the  estimated 
total  income  to  $5,420,000.  Therefore,  we 
believe  the  Board  was  justified  in  adopt¬ 
ing  a  budget  of  $5,180,000  at  its  October 
meeting.  We  are  depending  on  the  ad¬ 
ditional  sources  of  income  for  $240,000 
to  balance  the  net  operating  budget. 
Margin  of  Safety 

We  must  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that 
our  income  is  estimated  and  our  ap¬ 
propriations  are  actual.  Therefore,  it 
would  be  most  unsound  to  balance  the 
income  by  the  net  appropriations.  In 
past  years  we  were  able  to  allow  a  mar¬ 
gin  of  ten  per  cent,  which  is  too  close 
for  safety.  For  1952  we  are  allowing  a 
margin  of  slightly  less  than  five  per 
cent,  or  $240,000.  In  order  to  balance 
the  budget  and  provide  this  margin  we 


must  use  the  estimated  income  of  u 
least  $600,000  from  receipts  above  the 
Convention’s  budget. 

If  Cooperative  Program  receipts  over 
the  Convention  s  budget  should  exceed 
$600,000,  this  balance  will  be  appropri. 
ated  early  in  1952  for  Capital  purpose*. 

The  $507,600  for  capital  expenditures 
in  the  budget  comes  far  short  of  meeting 
the  heavy  calls  for  property,  building 
and  equipment  involved  in  an  expanding 
program  of  foreign  missions.  It  «  our 
policy  to  depend  largely  on  the  over- 
and-above  funds  from  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  and  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  for  these  needs.  The  approved 
capital  needs  now  being  requested  by 
the  missions  amount  to  $2,630,000. 

On  the  basis  of  the  1950  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  we  may  expect  $90#,. 
000  from  the  December  offering  over  the 
$L,200,000  which  has  been  included  in  the 
1952  budget.  Most  of  this  money  will  be 
used  lor  capital  purposes.  We  will  be 
compelled  to  use  part  of  it,  however,  to 
take  care  of  some  of  the  requested  ap¬ 
propriations  which  we  have  cut  out  of 
the  operating  budget.

A  native  of  Louisiana,  Mr.  Averett 
comes  to  Richton  from  California  where 
he  has  been  since  1946  teaching  Hebrew 
Old  Testament  and  Comparative  Relig¬ 
ions  in  the  Golden  Gate  Seminary  in 
Berkely  and  also  pastoring  a  church 
Before  going  to  California  he  was  pastor 
of  Louisiana  churches  for  10  years. 

Mr.  Averett  received  his  training  at 
Louisiana  College,  Baylor  University  and 
the  Southern  Seminary  in  Louisville. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Averett  have  one  son, 
Frank,  who  is  a  junior  in  Baylor  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Waco,  Texas.
